The Grand-Jury Ready to Indict 
Ex-Delegate Wm. Garten- 
bach for Boodling. 


Circuit Attorney Clover Presents 
the “Sunday Post-Dispatch” of 
January 5 to the Grands 
Jury for Their Guidance. 


Following Its Leadthe Grand-Jury Decides 
to Sign True Bin“ No. 4Against Wm, 
Gartenbach and Make It Indictment No. 
1 on the State’s Docket—The Majors, 
When Examined as to True Bill No. 2, 
Give Contradictory Evidence—Some of 
the Boodlers Reported Ready to Squeal— 
Two New Cases Revealed by Men Anxious 
to Appear as Witnesses—Strange Testi- 
mony in the Merchants’ Terminal Case—

On the 5th inst. the SuNDaY Post- DISPATCH, 
in its expose of municipal corruption, outlined 
tothe January Grand-jury the enormity of 
the boodling business atthe City Hall in eleven 
separate transactions. 

On that date a list of indictments were 
drawn up and presented for the considera- 
tion df the Investigating Twelve. One of the 
bills presented tothe readers of the SUNDAY 
POS8T- DISPATCH on that date was as follows:

Following out exactly the line laid down by 
the PosT-DIsPaTCH the Grand-jury took up 
the investigation. The ex-member of the 
House referred to was William Garten- 
bach, and he was the one whose 
acceptance ofa bribe of $300 was made the 
subject of examination. Al Bevis and Carl 
Molier, the former the one who 
paid tbe money, the latter a wit- 
ness, were summoned, and they tes- 
tified under oath to the transaction 
and told the same story the POST-DISPATCH 
had told concerning the passage of the bill 
granting the Mound City Distilling Co. the 
right to lay aswitch. On this evidence an in- 
dictment against Gartenbach will be returned 

From now on it will be by no means so dil- 
ficult to obtain evidence. Some that has been 
given to the Grand-jury already has been 
voluntarily given. One of the most impor- 
tant witnesses went before that body on the 
advice of an attorney, andtwo are waiting to 
be heard for purely selfish reasons. The iron- 
clad rule that exempts a witness from indict- 
ment was never more useful in securing tes- 
timony than it is in the presentcase. The 
boodling in the Municipal Assembly has not 
been confined toafew. Many are implicated, 
and this is one instance where there is no 
safety in numbers. 

The boodlers were astonished when the 
Post- DISPATCH publisned the details of eleven 
of their dishonest transactions, and furnished 
the names of witnesses, and they have been 
dumfounded by the promptness with which 
the Grand-jury has disposed of some of the 
the cases presented, and the thoroughness 
with which it has gone into the investigation 
of others. The presence among the witnesses 
of two men who might have occupied differ- 
ent relations to the Grand-jury, who have rea. 
sons for telling all they they know at the ex- 
pense of the safety of others, has had its 


effect. 

VOLUNTARY TESTIMONY 
is. growing in quantity day by day and the 
Grand-jury already bas at its disposal enough 
to work on and more than enough on which 
to base several important inaictments. 

The work of the POST- DISPATCH in exposing 
the methods of the boodlers and making an 
open fight in the interest of the honest people 
of the city of St. Louis has already been suc- 
cessful, but victories will be piled on top of 
each other when the Grand-jury resumes its 
sitting on Monday, and out of the mouths of 
boodlers, boodlers will be condemned. 

Some ofthe happiest men in St. Louls are 
certain witnesses that were subpa@naed by 
Mr. Zachritz, Assistant Circuit Attorney. 
There was a pienty of evidence in the partic- 
ular case which they will testify about to have 
indicted the dishonest officials and the wit- 
nesses as well, but they fortunately fell 
among the witnesses instead of among the 
subjects of investigation and they will not 
hesitate to make the mostof this golden op- 
2 They are only the forerunners of 
others like themselves. 

Yesterday’s work will result in the indict- 
ment ot one ex- member of the House of Dele- 
gates and when investigations which were be- 

un are completed there will be two other in- 

ictments ready, onc for a memberof the 
present House and another for an ex-member 
of the Council.

Twoof these 
were Robert Kern, the lawyer and 
business associate of Judge Henry D. Laugh- 
lin, andJ. H. McNamara, the architect. Both 
Kern and McNaniara became Directors of the 
company. 
contract for one month of the stock 
company, to be taken by them at a certain 
price in the event that the charter was 
granted. The contract with Mr. McNamara 
was by him taken, sealed and deposited in the 
safe of Louls Fusz. 

When the charter 2 granted, and, con- 
trary tothe popular or that it was to be 
sold to Jay Gould, some $300,000 cash was 
raised with which to continue operations, and 
with which operations were commenced, both 
Mr. McNamara and Mr. Kern, ss well as sev- 
eralother gentlemen who hela stock under 
similar conditions, were notified to ‘‘come to 
the Captain's office and settle. In other 
words, they were invited to come forward and 
pay forthe stock ype which they held the 
option or contract. r. Kern did coine for- 
ward and surrendered bis stock, and was paid 
$2,250 for it, which payment covered his 
services in promoting the passage of the bill. 

Mr. McNamara received several letters, and 
the correspondence was all shown to the 
Grand-jury yesterday. He admitted that he 
could not avail himself of the opportunity 
for a flattering-looking investment, but heid 
that his servioes in behalf of the bill should 
be recognized. The officers of the company 
then said that they would settle with bim an 
thesame terms as they bad with Mr. Kern, 
to-wit: The payment of $2,250, he to surren- 
der his contract. This was agreeabie to Mr. 
MoNamara, and the transaction was closed on 
this basis, and he dropped out of the affairs 
of the Merchants’ Terminal and bridge. 

Just how this explains anything is a question. 
According to the statement r. Kern and 
Maj. McNamara were subscribers to the stock 

ustas Maj. Rainwater and the others were,

Or whether Mr. Overall said to the 
Grand-jury as he has to otters, 1 don’t 
doubt but that McNamara was acting for 
Councilmen, but #o far as the Merchants’ 
Term inai’s relations with him are concerned 
they are perfectly legal and honest. Or this: 
„If McNamara says be held a sealed package 
he lies, and he won't dare say it to my face, 
for if he does I'll hit him between the eyes and 
knock him down.’’ 

And it would aiso be interesting to know 
why the Merchants’ Terminal people harp on 
the contract with Maj. McNamara instead of 
comining their testimony to the sealed pack- 
age. Maj. McNamara says positively that he 
held a sealed package in trust for some Coun- 
cilmen and the Merchants’ Terminal. 

MAJ. RAINWATER 

inan Interview did not deny that — Mo- 
Namara held a sealed package, but said that 
it might have contained the company’s con- 
tract with a certain attorney (Kern). He did 
not explain why a contract witb an attorney 
should be held in trust by a third party, and 
Mr. Kern says tha 8 contact never was held 
by Ma). McNumara. 

The Grand-jury, however, will know more 
about this.

The jurors then filled back to their room on 
the third floor of the building over the Urimi- 
nal Court and formally adjourned for the 


week. 

The indictments returned number twenty- 
four. Eight actions were reported ignored, 
the defendants in which, two of whom are in 
jail, were at once discharged from further 
custody. 

The most important action was the finding 
ot a true billfor murder in the first degree 
against Paul James McBride, the son of At- 
terney James J. Mo

and almost instantly 
Frank Loftus, an ex-fireman in the city’s em- 
vloy. Theshooting took place in front ot the 
saloon on North Seventh street directly oppo- 
site the engine-house near Olive street. 
Young McBride and his father were both in- 
toxicated atthe time, and Loftus had taken 
several drinks, A trivial dispute arose in the 
saloon, McBride claiming that Loftus had 
stepped on his toes. The barkeeper, who 
knew Loftus, took him by the arm and led 
him out the front door to avoid any trouble. 
McBride, according to the statements 
of the witnesses, followed. them out about 
three minutes later. Loftuf was three or four 
doors down the street towards the. alley. 
Without a word, McBride is said to have 
stepped up within a foot of Loftus and fired a 
shot into his side. Loftus fell and an bour 
later died in the City Hospital. McBride was 
arrested. Actingonthe immediate instruc- 
tions of his father, he refused to say a word 
about the shooting and hae held to 
his position ever since. His defense, 
as laid down dy his father, wil! be 
made on the ground that Loftus attempted to 
strike him. A bitter fight was made by both 
parties in the case, Loftus’ friends among the 
firemen raising afund for the prosecution and 
the defendant’s father, Mr. James J. McBride, 
haunting the Four Courts in his effort to com- 
promise the case. The indictment for murder 
inthe first degree brings the case directly 
before the Criminal Court, yet a 
trial will hardly be had for some 
time, notwithstanding the fact that 
young McBride ts confined in the jail, held by 
Judge Campbell of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection without bail. Phe Grand-jury makes 
no provision for bail in the indictment re- 
turned.

eeper doing business at Ninte and Morgan 
streets. On the afternoon ot November 16 an 
old printer named John A. Gamewell was in 
the saloon and drank several glasses of 
beer. He, according to Schwartzendahl’s 
statement, refused to psy for the liquor and 
the saloon-keeper took a bundle of clothing 
which he had in hie arms. He then put him 
out the front door. Gamewell returned and 
demanded his bundle, which Schwartzendahl 
finally gave him. He then put him out the 
side door. As they crossed the threshhold 
Schwartzendahl is alleged to have struck the 
old man. The defendant denies this, saying 
that Gamewell was drunk and fell. However 
that may be Gamewell’s skull was fractured 
by his head striking the sidewalk. He died in 
ten minutes, A warrant for manslaughter in 
the fourth degree was sworn out. When the 
case came up in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection Judge Campbell discharged the de- 
fendant on the evidence. Some of the printer 

lends of Gamewell took the matter before 
the Grand-jury, however, with the above re- 
suit. Schwartzendab! was at once re- arrested 
this morning, and gave bond for his appear- 
ance.

FAIR BOOMERS JUST Now. 


Fears That There Will Be No Fair With

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 24.—The World’s 
Fair boomers have not been encouraged by 
any recent development inthe House. On the 
other hand there are — who think the 
chances fora Fair with the authority of the 
Government back of it are gradually dimin- 
ishing. Congressman Turner of New York, 
however, is of a different frame of mind. 
He believes there will be a Fair 
and that his city will get it. He 
thinks that the contested election cases will 
cutafigure in the matter. The New York 


State appropriation of $10,000,000, he says, will 


be passed by a unanimous Legislature and 
that Gov. Hill will find no constitutional dim- 
culty inthe way to prevent the approval of 
the measure.

Product Investigating Committee, of which

The committee has concluded 
its inqulry into everything except the 
railroad branch of the investigation, and 
the meeting this morning was for the 
purpose ot questioning officers of several of 
the large railroad corporations as to the rates 
and facilities governing the transportation of 
cattle and dressed beef. After this branch of 
inquiry is finished, Senator Vest will begin 
the preparation of the report of the 
committee. The first witness, Sam- 
nel Sloan, President of the  Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna & Western Railroad Co., in 
answer to interrogatories from Senator Vest, 
said thatthe Lackawanna road had refused to 
transport cars belonging to other people and 
had had some litigation growing out of this 
refusal with Nelson Morris of Chicago.

THE RECEPTION. 

In the counting-room they were met by 
heads of the various departments, editorial 
writers and reporters of the POST- DISPATCH 
staff, and were warmly welcomed. They were 
escorted through the building, shown the 
many contrivances, machines and means 
of making and circulating a great 
daily. 

The conditions under whicha daily city 
paper is printed widely differ from those at- 
tending the publication of a weekly country 
paper. Sothere wes much in the means and 
methods of the PosT- DISPATCH that was both 
novel and interesting tothe Missouri editors. 
The publisber of a country paper is generally 
the editor, the reporting staff, the business 
manager, the advertising agent, the forman 
of the composing and press rooms, gand cir- 
culation cierk. In consequence he is quali- 
fied to examineappreciatively all departments 
of such a paper as the POST-DISPATCH. 

Business Manager Woods led the way 
throuch the building, anu the other members 
of the escort explained the contrivances and 
methods of work. 

COPY MAKING 
interested the younger editors immensely. 
„Where do you write?’’ they asked, and 
when shown the long local room with its five 


rowsof desks they were somewhat aston- 
ished. Was all the local copy ofa paper like 
the Tosr DISPATCH prepared here? 
Many of them who bad been forced 
to do the ii writing in the same 


room with the thumping Washington press or 
the clanking cylinder press had often thought 
enviously of the writers for city papers— 
thinking those favored individuals did their 
work in a quiet carpeted room away from all 
noise aud hurr 

And here th found that a soore of men 
drove pencils over paper in a long electric 
lighted room, hurried as is the country editor 
by the same demand for copy and the rapid 
approach of press time. 

Then the system of copy revision under the 
charge of the city editor interested them. 
They were shown the pneumatic tube con- 
necting counting room, editorial rooms and 
composing room; also the great cabinets in 
which are twoorthree tons of pictures of 
prominent men and women, initial letters, 
etc., and the ‘‘morgue,’’ which contains 
great masses of current history. recurds of 
men, sensations, crimes, places, etc. 

Then there was the telegraph room with its 
dozens of wires connecting the POST-DIsSPATCH 
withallthe news centers of the world. The 
extent of these facilities astonished the edi- 
tors, who had not thought of the needs of so 
important a paper. 

THE MECHANICAL DEPARTMENT. 

The editors followed the copy to the upper 
end of the pneumatic tube—to the composing 
room. Foreman Britt explained his system 
of cutting the copy, so that each compositor 
is kept busy from the time they begin work 


in the morning until, all the type is 
set, and the paper has gone to 
ress. They followed the copy from 
he foreman’s table to the hundred 


cases, and then the type to the galleys. Every 
detailofthe system was appreciated by the 
many whose duties included supervision of 
similar work. They saw how the compos!i- 
tors, following the scheme of numbers 
marked upon the pieces of copy by the fore- 
man, filled galley after galley with completed 
articies; how these galleys were proved, the 

roof read, errors corrected, and finaily how 

he revised galleys were lowered by an ele- 
vator to the imposing room, where the type 
was transferred from the galleys to the forms. 
In smaller establishments than the Posr- DIS. 
PATCH there is usually a large block of marble 
mounted on astrong frame, provided for the 
imposition of the forms. The Iron chases 
this marbie block, are filied 
type, which ts then securely 
locked intothechase. The type-filled chase 
ie then lifted fromthe marble table at great 
risk of tailing to pieces and carried to the 
press.

je different. There ie no huge, marble-topped 


table, but a numberof brass-topped tables each 


— large enovghto hold one chase, and hav- 
ng rotlers on its legs. When the chases are 
filled with type and are locked, the tables are 
rolled into the stereotyping room. The forms 
are never lifted, and so the great fear of the 
country editor—the possible pying of a form— 
je abolished. 

This interested the visitors quite as much as 
anything they had seen, but in the stereo- 
typing room they were charmed.

NEw Tonk, January 2%.—While Judge Bar- 
rett, In the Supreme Court Chambers, late 
yesterday afternoon was in most emphatio 
tones pronouncing the detention of a young 
German tallor, Johann Rammer, by Emigra- 
tion Commissioner Edmund Stephenson as 
„highly arbitrary and without justice, a dif- 
ferentand more animated scene was being 
enacted in the old board room at Castle Gar- 
den. At precisely 4:35 o’clock Judge Barrett 
decided thatthe young immigrant had been 
uflawtully deprived of his liberty, and 
ordered his release by the emigration 
commissioners. At almost precisely the same 
hour at Castle Garden, Mr. Stephenson, u 
terms eloquent and fervid, was defending hie 
action in the Rammer case, maintaining that 
habeas corpus proceeding before Judge Garretts 
was the result ot & conspiracy against him, 
concocted by the minority lu the board, and 
appealing to the board to defend his action. 
At the same time that Judge Barrett issued an 
order directing the release of the immigrant, 
five of the Emigrant Commissioners adopted a 
resolution ordering that Rammer be returned 
to Germany. The emigrant, who 16 2 tailor 
by trade, being a graduate of à tailoring in- 
stitution in Dresden, Germany, arrived at 
Castie Garden January 15. He gave bis ulti- 
mate destination as San Francisco,Cal.,where 
he says an uncle of bis lives. He has with him 
$100 in cash and baggage valued at 80. Early 
in chilahood Rammer broke his leg, and, 
owing to a bungling operation, one of hia 
limbs is slightly shorter than the other. He 
limps somewhat, but as he is acompetent 
tallor his lameness does not interfere with 
bis 

EARNING HIS LIVELIHOOD, 
Excepting his short leg Rammer is able.bodied 
and he is a manly and intelligent looking 
young fellow. Mr. Stephenson thought that 
because of his short leg Rammer should be 
detained, but the immigrant tells another 


story. Yesterday he identified two clerks in 
Castle Garden who, he says, told him that it 
he bought his ticket in Castle Garden for San 
Francisco he would be given his liberty. The 
clerks deny this accusation,and Cowmissioner 
Stephenson emphatically asserts that Rammer 
was detained as acripple, unable to support 
himself. Friends of Rammer secured a writ 
of habeas corpus against Commissioner 
Stephenson, and Judge Barrétt empowered 
the referee, James J. Nealis, to take evidence 
in the proceedings, which was sub- 
mitted to the court yesterday. 
Commissioner Stephenson was defended by 
Lawyer McKae. He contended that Mr. 
Stephenson acted as a Federal officer and his 
action was not subject to reviewal by a State 
Judge. He also contended that Rammer was 
a orippled pauper’’ and that Mr. Stephenson 
was justified in detaining him. Judge Barrett 
ruled that Commissioner Stephenson is a State | 
officer, but that in this case he acted ‘‘not as 
Commissioner but as Mr. Stephenson simp- 
Iy. Astotherelator, Rammer, the Judge 
ruled that be was ‘‘lame, but not a crippie,’’ 
and that bisdetention was highly arbitrary, 
tyranical and 
WITHOUT JUSTICE, 

and as he had been illegally deprived of his 
liberty for the eight days, the Commissioner 
should discharge him at once. Lawyer Me- 
Rae urged adelay of proceedings, but Judge 
Barrett emphatically said “the relator must 
be discharged.’’ Whilethis decision was be- 
ing rendered the immigrant at Castle Garden 
Was answering afusilade of questions. He 
stoutly maintained that thetwo clerks whom 
he had recognized threatened to return him to 
Germany unless he purchased his ticket in 


Castie Garden. Commissioner Stephenson 
said that Rammer is a ocrippie, likely

Mr. Stephenson 
was positive that the immigrant was an unde- 
sirable one, produced statistics to show how 
‘‘cripples’’ become public burdens, and 
closed by saying that the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings were the result of dirty, contemp- 
tible work on the part of the minority on the 
board. When Commissioner Stephenson 
put his resolution to return Rammer to Ger- 
many Commissioners Ridge way, 
Starr and Huribut voted in 
affirmative. The resolution prevailed because 
they were the only commissioners present. 
The absent members, Messrs. Borke, Hauselt 
and Ulrich, claim that all the proceedings at 
yesterday’s meeting are null and void, be- 
cause the by-laws authorizing the meeting are 
inoperative, not having been adopted in a 
réguiar manner. After disposing of the much 
eontroverted Rammer case, the board trans- 
acted some routine business and then ad- 
journed. Now the Commissioners refuse 
to release Rammer, and say that 
the habeag corpus roceedings were 
brought against Mr. Stephenson and not the 
Emigration Board, Unless new proceedings 
are instituted against them as a body, they 
say Rammer will be returned to Europe, de- 
spite Judge Barrett’s decision. The ex-officio 
members on the other band claim that the 
board’s action yesterday was Illegal, and in 
refusing to recognize Judge Barrett’s man- 
date * leave themselves liable for con- 
tempt. Meanwhile Rammer is securely locked 
up in Castle Garden, and if Judge Barrett 
wants him he will have to use physical force, 
so the commissioners say, to capture him.

THE WORLD’S FAIR POSTPONEMENT. 
That the date of the proposed World’s 
Fair, should Congress ratify the plén of 
holding one, will be postponed to 1898 and 

possibly later is a foregone conclusion. 
Of ali the competitors St. Louis was in 


early completion. This city had an im- 
proved location free of cost which could 
be put in proper condition for the fair in 
brief time and with slight expenditure. 
Her citizens had thorough experience 
in the management of a success- 
ful permanent fair and ex posi- 
tion, both of which are unequaled 
on this continent. The preliminary 
essentials to a great exposition, which 
other cities would need time and large 
means to prepare, are ready at hand in 
St. Louis. The representatives of this 
city, therefore, were not as anxious as the 
representatives of other cities that the 
time of the fair should be deferred. 

But they have given their consent to the 
postponement proposition. The wis- 
dom of this conclusion in view of the de- 
lay in the settlement of the fair’s location 
by Congress and the enormous work nec- 
essary under the most advantageous cir- 
cumstances to achieve a creditable result 
cannot be questioned. This great country, 
which excites the admiration and envy of 
all other countries, cannot afford to invite 
them to a World’s Exposition, exhibiting 
its wealth and progress, which shall be 
inferior to any other. That it should 
reach the excellence of the best is the 
least to expect of it. That it should over- 
top allin point of magnificence and inter- 
est is a fair and practical ambition. 

Two years is too short a time for the ac- 
complishment of this result. Three years 
is barely enough, but this isthe least time 
that should be accorded the successful 
city for thé work of preparing an ade- 
quate exposition. 


THE BOODLE INV STIGATION. 

The boodle investigations of the Posr- 
DISPATCH are beginning to bear fruit and 
promise a rich harvest in time. 

One indictment against an ex-member 
of the House of Delegates has been found 
by the Grand-jury on the exact line of 
investigation followed by the Post-Dis- 
PATCH. 

The testimony on which the indictment 
is based was unearthed bythis paper and 
the names of witnesses were published. 
Altogether eleven indictments were 
published by the Post - DISPATCH 
when the Grand-jury first entered 
upon its labors. These indictments were 
complete, the nature of the testimony 
being clearly outlined and the names of 
the principal witnesses being furnished.

There is a strong presumption that per- 
jury has been committed in one case and 
it is highly probable that the guilty party 
will have to answer for his crime in court. 

In the arduous labor of securing evi- 
dence of corruption and forcing it upon 
the attention of the authorities the Post- 
DispaTcH had to bear the brunt of the 
fight alone. Now that results are appear- 
ing the morning papers are compelled to 
give attention to the subject, and are 
hustling to catch up with the anti-boodle 
procession. 

Their support is more a sign than a 
necessary condition to success. The fight 
would have been brought to a triumphant 
finish without them. The Postr-Dispatcu 
is enlisted as the champion of the honest 
people of this city to bring the boodling 
rascals to justice. The first blow has 


thrown them into a panic, which will be 
the best aid to their own punishment.

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SURE OF AN ACQUITTAL. 


PRETTY CORA MAY MORRIS CHARGED WITH 
KILLING HER HUSBAND. 


The Sensational Murder Trial at Wentworth 
Court-House, N. O. —A Forced Matri- 
monial Alliance With a Tragic Sequel— 
David K. Morris’ Death Caused By Chlo- 
roform—The Murder Discovered By a 
Servant,

WENTWORTH CourtT-Houss, N. O., Jan. 24. 
Never perhaps in the criminal annals of 
North Oarolina has any case attracted so 
much attention as that of Mrs. Cora May Mor- 
ris, the pretty young woman who stands 
charged with the murder of her husband at 
Reidsville last August. The case was called 
in the Criminal Court- house Monday and to- 
day fixed asthe day of trial. There are al- 
ready many prominent people here, some of 
whom have come from Virginia to witness the 
trial, and it is plainiy evident that the little 
county Court-house will not begin to 
accommodate. all who want to hear 
the case. Some of the very best 
legal talent in North Carolina is retained on 
both sides and the defense claim to feel sure 
ofan acquittal. Mrs. Morris, who ts withina 
few weeks of 2l years of age, isa blonde of 
petite figure, regular features and of marked 
refinement. Her demeanor at this trying 
moment is that of one who is accusedof a 
wrong and has no tangible defense to offer. 
Cora’s father, Calvin Scales, idolized her. 
He humored her in almost all the whims 
which seized the vivacious girl. In only one 
thing did he oppose her, and that was the 
choice ofa husband. Her listof beaux was 
a long one and her high social position 
gave her an option on the hearts of 
some of Rockingham County’s most gifted 
and wealthy young men, but her father insist- 
ed on bringing aboutthe alliance which to- 
day has placed Mre.

THE SUBMISSIVE HUSBAND CONSENTED. 

David E. Mprris was 42 years old and rather 
eccentric. He was quiet in his demeanor and 
his tame nature was more than his dashing 
bride could stand, and it is 
alleged that she sought a more 
congenial companion, Mr. Morris was a mer 
chant at Reidsville. In religious belief he was 


a Methodist. From having occupied one seat 
Sabbath after Sabbath for over fifteen years in 
the town church he cameto be known as 
Amen Morris.“ The great differences in the 
views ofthis couple as to what constituted 
happiness in this life and the girl’s conduct 
aronsed a natural jealousy in ber husband, 
butit was very tamely referred to, as Cora 
herself admits. Morris was found dead in his 
bedon Monday morning, August 19, 1889, by 
Lyddy Williams, a cookin the employ ot the 
family. It was thegiri’s custom to go to her 
work at 6o0’clock in thé morning, at which 
hour she was promptly admitted to the house 
and at any time she was 
late Mrs. Morris would reprimand her 
severely. On the morring in question, 
however, she found itimpossible to gain ad- 
mittanceto the house until past 7 o’clock. 
After entering she went to Mr. Morris’ room 
and fouad bim lying Mead on his bed with his 
hands foided across his breast. Lyddy im- 
mediately went to Mrs. Morris and told her 
that her husband was dead. To this the wife 
replied: 

GO away; you are a fool.“ 

The girlthen urged Mrs. Morris to go and 
see for herself, but the latter refused to do 80. 
The cook then commualiecated her impressions 
to one Sam Wall, who immediately called in 
Messrs. T. F. Mooie, C. M. Goode and Dr. J. 
N. Hester, intimate friends of Morris. These 
gentiemen went up to the house and satisfied 
themselves that 

MORRIS WAS DEAD. 

Upon questioning Mrs. Morris whether de 
had been complaining or sick at all, she 
replied thatshe had been giving him med- 
leine during the night to make him rest and 
that he was not dead, but asleep. It had 
been learned, and will eome out in the trial, 
that Mrs. Morris a few days before her hus- 
band’s death, bought two ounces of chioro- 
form from Chas, Fetzer, a druggist in Reids. 
ville. Two weeks before Mr. Morris“ death 
his wife proposed that he will her a lot of his 
property and insure his life in her favor tor 
$10,000, saying that if he consented she would, 
on September 1, 1889, begin with faithfulness 
every marital duty. 80 desirous was 
Morris of winning her affections 
that he acceded to the proposition. 
The will was executed, and a policy for $10,000 
taken out with the Mutual Benefis Life Insur- 
ance Co. of Newark, N. J. The validity of 
both, of course, is to be tested by the trial 
now g6ing on. Theinterment of Morris’ body 
was made on Tuesday, Aucust 20, 1889, after a 
Coronor’s jury but slightly investigated the 
case. The verdict was death from natural 
causes. Unpleasant suspicions, however, be- 
gan to disturb the peace of thé small com- 
munity, and on August 30 Morris’ body 
was ¢xhumed, and the stomach removed. 
An examination of the other organs was 
made by Drs. L. G. Broughton and T. Mu. 
Gregory. Both pronounced the heart sound, 
the left lung in anormal condition and the 
right slightly affected. Inthe analysis made 
of the stonyach by Prof. W. J. Martin, a 
chemist of Davidson Colleze, there were no 
traces of poison and nothing to indicate 
death from that cause. The State expects to 
prove that death was caused by chloroform, 
a bandkerchief being saturated and placed 
over his face after he had gone to sleep the 
night preceding his death. An empty chloro- 
form bottle was found in the room anda 
handkerchief thoroughly saturated covered 
Morris’ face when the girl Lyddy went to call 
bim.

Mr. Schepp 
says that he asked President Bull while he 
was testifying whether it was a trial or only 
an informal investigation, and he says Mr. 
Bull told him it was only an informal inquiry. 
Then twenty minutes later he received notice 
of his suspension, A petition ie being cireu- 
lated requesting that he be reinstated. It will 
probably be presented to the governing board 
to-day, and if he is not reinstated he will put 
the matter in the hands of his lawyers.

Troy, N. T., Jan. 24.—Policeman Green 
found a woman in the street Wednesdav night 
helplessly drunk and nearly frozen to death, 
as the night was bittercold. The woman was 
thinly clad and had a smal! bundle of clothing 
under herarm. She had been seen wandering 
almlessly about during the early part of the 
night, and occasionally she would fall to the

In the palmy days of the 
Tweed ring the home of the woman was 4 
favorite place of meeting forthe ‘‘statesmenu 
of the ring.’’ Mise Brennan was engaged to 
be married to Foster Dewey, Tweed’s book- 
keeper. The downfall of the ring broke up 
the plans of many of the ring followers, and 
among others those of Dewey and 
the marriage never took place. Mary 
soon began to drown her thoughts of 
the past in wine, then beer, and finally became 
a confirmed inebriate. Not tong ago her 
mother, who owns considerable property in 
New York, besides the house that Tweed 
lived in, caused her daughter's incarceration 
in an inebriate asvium near the metropolis. 
Asshe is possessed of considerable means 
herself, owning valuable property on Chrys- 
tie street, New York, she retained Howe & 
Hummell to secure her release, but pending 
action by them she escaped from the asyium 
and came to Troy, where she has friends. She 
kept sober fora while, but the oid thirst 
proved stronger than her will. Shetold Jus- 
tice Coffey that she drank to break up an at- 
tack of the grippe. She was sent to jail for ten 
days in default of $10 fine.

A CENTER FOR TRADE. 
RAILROAD FACITITIES IN PLENTY PRO- 
VIDED FOR FORT SMITH. 


An Arkansas City That Has Numerous Out- 
lets and Will Seon Have Many More— 
Some of the Many Peints Reached by the 
Rallroads—The Trade They Will Bring. 


Speciai Correspondence of Post-Dispatocn. 

Fog r Surg, Ark., Jan. 23.— Tue raflroad 
situation is most favorable forthe future of 
Fort Smith and nothing sbort of absolute 
neglect on the part of her citizens will prevent 
her being the central point of travel between 
the North and South as well as the East and 
West between points soutu ot Kansas City. 
Two of the great systems have their lines 
branching from this as acommon center and 
a third is evidently covering a part of our un- 
occupied tributary country by uniting at this 
point, the Fort Smith, Paris & Dardanelle, the 
Fort Smith & Southern and the Splitlog 
roads. Each of these will open up a 
new field for our wholesale business. The 
first giving a direct road to Dardanelle, and 
passing through a fine agricultural country 
south of the Arkansas River and opening a 
rich mineral and timber section through or 
nearwhich there is at present no railroad. 
The second will run through the best coal, 
iron, antimony and manganese deposits in the 
State, as wellas through the largest body of 
unculled pine timber, and give a direct line to 
Texarkana. The third will give us almost an 
air line to Kansas City, shortening the present 
route by seventy miles, and will openup a 
very fine agricultural country in Northwest- 
ern Arkansas to our trade. Of the first- 
named line something over five miles 


are already bullt and the right of way pro- 
cured to Dardanelle. On the second, fifty 
miles from Texarkana is under construction, 
andjof the third, thirty-five miles from Joplin, 
Mo., south, are completed and in operation, 
and fifteen miles more under construction. 

These three roads are controlled by ‘the 
same parties, who evidentiy intend to com- 
plete them about the same time, making Fort 
Smith their central point and general head- 
quarters. 

ALL IN OPERATION. 

The Missouri Pacific has three lines of road 
in operation centering at this place, the Lit- 
tle Rock & Fort Smith, the Kansas & Arkansas 
Valley, and the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Southern. The firstis an old line, too well 
known to need further mention; the second 
has recently been pas ie operation from Fort 
Smith to Coffeyville, Kan., and runs for 170 
miles through the finest unsettled agricultural!) 
section lu the United States. The third has 
seventeen miles of completed and operated 
road, over which is hauled the product of the 
famous Jenny Lind coal mines. This line 
will, in the near future, be completed toa 
connection with the main line of the Iron 
Mountain road, and is destined to be 
one of the greatest coal roads in 
the country. More than twenty miles ofits 
track will be above veins of the finest semi- 
anthracite coal, from four to seven feet in 
thickness. The country which it will pene- 
trate is in the virgin state, and contains some 
very valuable deposits of iron ore and kao- 
lin. 

A NORTHERN CONNECTION. 

The St. Louls & San Francisco is at present 
our most valuavie connection with the North, 
East and South. The main line from St. Louis 
to Paris, Tex., is one of the most popular 
lines of travel between Texas and the North- 
east. So far this company has built 
but one branch, which now termin- 
ates at Mansfield, thirty miles south- 
east of Fort Smith. Along this 
branch some twenty coal mines bavée been 
opened by the Kansas & Texas Cdal Co., 
whose mining capacity is 12% cars per day. 
Four passenger trains run daily between 
Mansfield and Ft. Smith, and along this short 
line the population has increased nearly ten 
thousand since the opening of it in October 
1887. Ultimately this branch will be extende 
directly east to Hot Springs, giving us another 
desirable connection. The Ft. Smith & El 
Paso road, which has acharter through the 
Territory, will in tne near future be built toa 
connection with the M. K. & T. near Savannah. 
By the terms of its charter 100 miles must 
be in operation by April 15 1891. This road 
touches an entirely new untry, and under 
some sixty miles of its tracks isa vein of coal 
similar in quality to that at McAlister. 

A NEW AND VALUABLE BRIDGE. 

The Missouri Pacific Railroad bridge now 
being constructed will be the means of cross- 
ing the Arkansas River for a number of north 
and south lines, and is in reality the impor- 
tant pointin the connections of all the ra- 
roads centering here. Heretofore the business 
has all been done over the Frisco bridge. 
Besides making delay and inconvenience, it 
has made the distance ten miles greater to all 
Kansas points.

THE EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE STIRRED UP 
OVER THE CHAPLAINCY. 


The Existence of the Alliance Said to Be 
Threatened if the Chaplain’s Office Is 
Abolished—A Lively Meeting Monday 
Expected—Christian Endeavor Societies’ 
Union Meéting—The Chautauqua—Sun- 
day-School Teachers’ Meeting. 


HE meeting of the 
“2 Evangelical Alliance 
next Monday morning 
will be alivelyone. At 
the last meeting Dr. 
Ford and Dr. Masden 
gave notice that they 
would move to abolish 
the office of chaplain if 
the dept to Dr. Haggerty 
was not provided for, 
and a year’s salary 
pledged in advance. 
As this has not been 
done and the matter is 
sure to come up again, 
itis likely to produce 
another stormy scene 
among the preachers. 
The last meeting was 
devoted entirely to the 
„ subject andsome point- 
ed remarks were in- 
dulged. One prominent 
wave Clergyman said, ‘‘Iif 
Je this thing is not speed- 
Pily settled it will break 
up the alliance.’’ 
Tue salary paid the 
chaplain is only $600 a 
year, but for the past 
few years there bas 
been a great deal of difficulty In raising even 
this amount from the churches. Chaplain 
Haggerty was appointed when the office was 
created and has contiuued in the position 
ever since. His work is to visit the various 
city institutions and preach the gospel to the 
unfortunates who are confiaed therein. He 
has done so with considerable succsss and 
many of the ministers are most anxious 


that he should continue to do so. Others, 
however, either could not or would not obtain 
their assessments from their congregation, 
and the trouble over the chaplain’s salary at 
every meeting ofthe alliance finally became 
tiresome. Some of the ministers are known 
to have radical views on the necessity of hav- 
ing a chaplain in the city institutions, and 
should the office be abolished they will in all 
probability give vent to tneir opinions. 


Christian Endeavor Meeting.

‘and the ruling party basa very narrow ma- 
jority, and, in the second place, 1692 
will be a presidential year. The tact that 
there are a number of contested election cases 
will cause a great many to vote for delay who 
would otherwise favor an early decision of 
the question.

The members of that delegation assert that 


this will be done at once, but the 
pression is that the matter will not 
settled, as there is a constitutional question of 
the right of the Leyisiature to make an ap- 
ropriation for this purpose. The New 
forkers, or at least many of them, 
are believed to be ready to trade 
electoral contest yotes for support for the 
World's Fair, and there is a decided disposi- 
tion to postpone the Fair until 1893 for political 
reasons. ‘She Washington men are not at all 
inclined to do this without receiving a quid 
bro quo. If the matter of location is post- 


ny te im- 


poned indefinitely there will be no chance to 


trade votes, which is what lo wanted. The 
matter now standsin this position: Chicago 
wante the case disposed of before any alliances 
that will work to her disadvantage 
can be made; “New York wants de- 
lay and is more than willing to 
have the fair postponed to 1°93 or 1895. Many 
of the supporters of Washington want to get 
votes on the election contests and care little 
for anything else. St. Louls can be ready for 
the Fair in 1892, but does not want to play the 
Chicago game of rushing matters through, 
and is therefore net anxious for a committee 
report at once.

lex one, and until the question is brought

If develop- 

ment in the sire tends to reduce his chances 

asasire, why is it that Mr. Hamlin places the 

service fee of his horse Chimes—that was 

trained almost continually from his yearling 

to his 3-year-old form—ata higher price than 

his undeveloped horse Mambrino King, and 

that of his great 4-year-old campaigner, 

Prince Regent, 2:214%, at a higher price 

than that of bis undeveloped’ sire? 

Mr. Hamlin is also mistaken when he says 

that Gen. Tracy bred and brought out Mid- 

night, 2:18%, as he was bred by F. J. 

Nodine of Brooklyn. His sire, Peacemaker, 

sired many oolts before he got Midnight, 

while the first colt that Gen. Tracy’s devel- 

oped horse, Kentucky Wilkes (2:21%) ever 

sired was Virginia Evans, that got a 4-year- 

old record of 2:24 last season. Prince Regent 

is certainly a great colt, but before making 

claim that he is the best 4- year-old of last sea- 

son Mr. Hamlin should look over the per- 

formance of Direct (2:18%), the 4-year-old 

son of the developed and campaigned horse, 

Director (2:17), that was also the sire of the 

great 3-year-old, Margaret S. (2:19%); while 

Prince Regent has not won a heat as fast as 

2:20, Direct has won nine faster than that, and 

in at least two of his races—which he won—he 
trotted every heat faster than 2:20. 

I have arranged a table, which I append, 
showing some of the colts of different ages, 
and of some of the aged horses, that made 
new records or reduced their record the past 
season, and that were sired by developed 
sires, and any candid persoa will confess that, 
although for the greater part the developed 
sires are young, they have certainly madea 
great showing.

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Winnings of American Horses. 


From the advance sheets of Goodwin's 
**Ofmficial Turf Guide’’ for 1889, it appears that 
the total amount of money raced for last year, 
inclusive of entrances to purse races, and, 


including only the money added by clubs, 
was $2,379,192, as compared with $1,837,285 In 
1888. This shows, therefore, an increase of 
above $500,000 forthe year, and there were 500 
more races run. West Side Park, Chicago, 
contributed $219,100 in 112 days’ racing, and 
614 races run, and Clifton comes next with 
$201,150 for 102 days’ racing and 556 races. But 
these clubs have not really anything like 
such averages as the summer tracks. Of 
these Monmouth hadan average of $9,212.50 
fortwenty days; Sheepsbead of $8,827.50 for 
twenty days; Morris Park, $8,237.50 for twenty 
days, and Gravesend of $7,817 for twenty-five 
days, while the West Side average is under 
$2,000. New York and its immediate vicinity 
contributed $1,412,950, which is more than the 
total amount won by American horses at 
home and abroad in 1883 by $100,000. There 
were 4,848 races on the flat, of which 3,119 
were at distances of undera mile, including 
heats, 718 ata mile, 1,002 over a mile and un- 
der two miles, eight under three miles, and 
one at three miles and under four. There were 
1,000 races run at six furiongs. The deca- 
dence in jumping races may be ascertained 
from the fact that there were only ninety-one 
such races, as compared with 130 in 1888, and 
only fifty-four steeple chases, as against 
ninety-aix in 1888.

The College Base Ball League. 


The annual meeting of the Intercollege Base 
Ball Association, held at New Haven, Conn.,- 
Monday, was brief and to the point. Dele- 
gates were present from Yaie and Princeton. 
Tilney of Tale was elected temporary chair- 


man. Capt. Calhoun of Lale then read Har- 
vard’s letter of resignation, which was ac- 
cepted. The chairman then ruled that, under 
the constitution, this action dissolved the 
league. Theoutcome of this action cannot 
be outlined at present. Yale and Harvard 
may enter a league of New England colleges, 
or Yale may arrange an independent series 
of games with Harvard and Princeton.

Harvard, and also a series with Princeton. 
There would be no formal championship 
games. Harvard and Princeton, he thought, 
under the existing feeling, would not meet.

issue of the London edition of the Herald:

the hundred differentthings that make base 
ball such a wiidly enthusing sport. 

And now that England has taken hold of 
base ball her next alm will be to senda nine 
over here to dispute with America’s clubs for 
the championship of the world. So it be- 
hooves our boys tobe on the lookout for 
them.
